Nixon Backs Thieu 
In Elections

President Nguyen Van Thieu's 
proposal for internationally su- 
pervised elections including the 
Viet Cong's National Liberation 
Front would give all South Viet- 
namese a genuine chance to de- 
termine their own futui-e, Nixon 
declared, adding: 


"If the other side is prepared

Borman Backs Cooperation 


Occasional suggestions that the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
ought to cooperate in space rather than 
continue their present rivalry are not 
universally applauded. Many opponents 
feel that the United States should pro­ 
ceed with solo space operations 
to 
strengthen its world prestige and con­ 
tinually reassert its supremacy in this 
pioneering field of human endeavor. 


Proponents of the idea of U.S.- 
Soviet cooperation in space maintain 
that if we took the initiative in this 
regard our national prestige would not 
be weakened, but strengthened. The 
argument is made that our standing 
in the eyes of the w^orld would be 
heightened by such evidence of intent 
to join in making space exploration an 
enterprise for all mankind rather than 
an outlet of nationalism. 


There is room for honest disagree­ 
ment. On balance, however, we find the 
arguments in favor of space coopera­ 
tion more persuasive than those against 
it.

NEW YORK (AP) - Out of 
(he murkiness of the present 
commotion and changes in the 
churches, a Protestant scholar 
has taken a long look at the 
eventual results of it all—and he 
sees some shockers ahead. 


Among them: The disappear­ 
ance of sermons and Sunday 
morning church services: grow­ 
ing interest in Jesus and less in 
the 
mystery 
of 
God; 
broad 
church consolidations: multiple 
memljerships by some believers 
in more than one church. 


The Rev. Dr. Roland W. Tapp, 
of Philadelphia, a United P res­ 
byterian specialist in religious 
education, says ‘‘part of the up­ 
heaval now going on in the 
churches 
is 
tem porary, 
but 
much of it will have perm anent 
effects.” 


Recently on a three-month re­ 
search assignment for analysis 
and planning. Dr. Tapp said in 
an 
interview 
that 
indications 
are 
that 
the 
organizational 
structures of churches “ are not 
going to make it” to the end of 
the century. 


“The long-range prospects arc 
good for essential Judeo-Chris- 
tianity, but not for the institu­ 
tions,” he said. 


Dr. Tapp, a one-time mission­ 
ary, 
California 
pastor 
and 
World War II bomber pilot, is a 
form er professor of psychology 
and philosophy of religion at 
Kentucky’s Center College and 
of Biblical languages at San 
Fi'ancisco 
Theological 
Semi­ 
nary. 


He offered his lively preview 
of the future church at a recent 
gathering of religious publish­ 
ers. 


Items on the forecast includ­ 
ed: 


—A re-enactment of the fund­ 
amentalist-liberal 
fight 
of 
fiO 
years ago . . . It already has re­ 
sulted in a marked polarization 
of the church at all levels . . . 
The split may become irrepar­ 
able. 


—With Protestants and Ro­ 
man Catholics “ no longer in 
real dispute” over major doc­ 
trines, they will move increas­ 
ingly toward “ m erger at practi­ 
cal 
levels”—between 
funda­ 
m ental Protestants and funda­ 
m ental Catholics, and between 
liberal Protestants and libera! 
Catholics. 


—Most institutional m em bers 
will be 45 years old, and up. 
“There will be a steady de­ 
crease 
in 
total 
m em ber­ 
ship...fewer youths will join the 
church.” 


—On the other hand, there 
will l>e “ increasing interest in 
r e l i g i o n and Christianity” 
among 
college 
students 
and 
young adult.s bul “ they will con­ 
tinue to avoid the institutional 
church.” 


—Christian teachers will see 
themselves 
“ more 
as 
fellow- 
seekers” rather than “transm it­ 
ters of an heritage.” They “will 
be more interested in Jesus and 
less in God” even though this 
seems a “flat contradiction in 
Biblical term s.” 


—The Consultation on Church 
Union will bring unification of 
m ajor Protestant denominations 
amid “ great wailing and gnash­ 
ing of teeth,” but the new con­ 
nective church “ will be no more 
of a monolith than it is now.” 
—“Sermons are out. And so is 
the 
Sunday 
morning 
worship 
service at 11 o’clock. The death 
rattle will be long and loud and 
gruesom e.” 


—The main theological shift 
will be away from the doctrine 
of divine transcendence toward 
a ‘ doctrine of panentheism ,” 
which holds that “God is in ev­ 
erything,” 
in 
contrast 
from 
pantheism, which says “ God is 
everything.” 


—Racial integration “ will be 
a fact within the churches . . . It 
already is a workable everyday 
fact at headquarters levels.” 
—Church property, valued to­ 
tally at $80 billion, will go on lax 
rolls. “ In a pluralistic society 
with Christians rapidly becorti- 
ing a minority, this kind of tax- 
exempt wealth simply cannot be 
tolerated. It won’t be.”
